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Primary school to Join 
Outstanding’ academy

A PRIMARY school which was put 
into special measures after an 
Ofsted inspection is to be adopted 
by an ‘outstanding' academy. 

Coupals Primary School will join 
the Samuel Ward Academy Trust, 
and become an academy itself in 
January next year. 

The primary school, which was 
inspected in May, was rated as inad¬ 
equate across almost all categories 
- with behaviour and safety of 
pupils marked as requiring 
improvement. 

David Maguire, acting headteach¬ 
er at Coupals, is welcoming the 
“exciting” change. 

He said: “Samuel Ward works for 
us for a number of reasons because 
we share children. 

“Our children and families are 
their children and families. We 
know the impact that the Samuel 
Ward Academy Trust has had on 
other schools they have supported. 

“It has been really postive, and has 
led to rapid improvement.” 

Mr Maguire is also reassuring par¬ 
ents that the ethos of Coupals will 
stay the same, and added: “We will 
still be Coupals and do the things 
we do well.” 

Parents were due to be informed 
of the changes following a meeting 
between the school and the trust 
today, but following a leak on social

media, letters are being sent out this 
week. 

The consultation period with both 
them and other stakeholders is 
expected to start soon. 

Coupals has introduced three core 
values to their staff and pupils this 
year, Mr Maguire said. 

These are readiness, honesty and 
determination. 

He added: “We believe that if we 
are these things, success will fol¬ 
low.” 

If the partnership goes ahead as 
planned, Coupals will become the 
7th school to join the Samuel Ward 


trust. Haverhill schools already part 
of the partnership include Westfield 
Primary Academy and Churchill 
Special Free School. 

A year ago Samuel Ward adopted 
Newmarket College, which official¬ 
ly became an academy in July this 
year. 

Howard Lay, executive principal 
of Samuel Ward and of the trust, 
said: “The primary school is just 
down the road from us - we have 
now got quite a lot of experience 
working with primary schools. 

“It makes sense to work with them. 
We can bring more experience, and 


help support them, and when the 
pupils join us they are already 
aware of our school.” 

The process of adopting 
the school and going 
through the change is 
“a lot of work”, Mr Lay 
said, and it will be car¬ 
ried out with every¬ 
one’s views taken on 
board. 

Coupals’ strengths, as 
recognised in the Ofsted 
report, included the 
teaching in Reception and 
Year 6, pupils’ conduct around the 



school and the safety of pupils. 

The school was also praised for 
not tolerating discrimination 
and ensuring that children are 
‘valued and nutured” and 
can develop emotionally. 

Praise was also given to 
the variety of clubs and vis¬ 
its provided by the school. 

The report also stated that 
parents are “mainly posi¬ 
tive” about the work of the 
school. 

Coupals’ previous inspection 
was in 2009, when the school was 
rated as ‘good’.

Kiosks planned 
for Tosco car park

THREE kiosks providing services for 
motorists have been proposed for 
Tesco’s car park. 

If approved, it is thought that the 
“pods” will home a car accessory 
garage, a hand car wash and a car 
rental service. 

They will be operated by Halfords, 
Waves and Avis Budget Group. 

The new units have been suggested 
to “utilise” the supermarket’s carpark 
- with each pod taking up a number of 
spaces. 

Waves’ car wash unit, operated on 
behalf of Tesco, will take up nine 
spaces. 

Four spaces will house the Halfords 
kiosk, with five available for custom¬ 
ers to park there, while Avis will use 
three spaces for its kiosk and provide 
11 parking spaces for customers. 

Both of these pods will employ three 
part-time staff each. 

Councillors at the planning com¬ 
mittee on Tuesday welcomed the 
additional jobs - but expressed con¬ 
cerns about the impact this would

have on nearby residents. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, said: 
“I welcome the jobs and I have no 
objections in principle but it would be 
better located somewhere else.” 

Cllr Pat Hanlon suggested that the 
pods be moved to the opposite end of 
the car park. 

Proposed opening hours for 
Halfords, which will fit car accesso¬ 
ries, conduct safety checks and fit 
children’s car seats, would be open 
from 8am until 8pm Mondays to 
Fridays, from 9.30am until 6pm on 


Saturdays and from 10am until 5pm 
on Sundays. 

It is anticipated that Avis would be 
open 8am until 5pm on Mondays, 
10am until 5pm on Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays, 10am until 8pm on 
Thursdays and Fridays, 8am until 
4pm on Saturdays and 12pm until 
4pm on Sundays. 

The statement said: “The unit will 
act as both a drop off and collection 
point for rented cars, a service not 
currently provided within the local 
area. 

“The way the unit would operate is 
that a customer would either pick up 
or drop off a car from this location, 
whilst a small amount of paperwork 
would be undertaken within the site 
office by an employee.” 

Cllr Betty McLatchy said that the 
development would take trade away 
from independent businesses, who 
provide similar services. 

There are currently 432 spaces in the 
store’s car park, on Cangle Road.

Seventy-nine patrols took 
place on the Recreation 
Ground, 58 were carried out 
on Wortham Place and 50 

Plea for businesses to 
join Shop Watch 

BUSINESSES across Haverhill are being encour¬ 
aged to sign up to a scheme to discourage shop¬ 
lifters. 

The Shop Watch scheme gives members 
access to a database of people who have been 
caught shoplifting. 

PC Mark Ellis is inviting businesses to sign up 
to the scheme, which only costs “a couple of 
pounds a month”. 

He said: “If we can get every shop to join that 
scheme then we are part way there. 

“We must do ah we can to help the premises, 
but we do need a little bit from them as well.” 

Shoplifting is one of the only offences in 
Haverhill to have risen this year. There have 
been 92 reported cases, against the three year 
average of 66. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie is asking shops to be 
more “proactive” in dealing with the crime.

Sgt Gilbert added: “There 
were 14 stop searches carried 
out - one of them was positive 
and a small amount of can¬ 
nabis was seized.” 

Also speaking at the meet¬ 
ing, Cllr Pat Hanlon told that 
he had been called by a resi¬ 
dent to reports of needles 
being abandoned in 
Aeroplane Park. 

The town councillor called 
for the waste management 
staff to report incidents to 
police and Cllr Maureen 
Byrne questioned Inspector 
Ferrie, policing commander 
for Haverhill, on how war¬ 
rants are carried out on those 
suspected of drug offences. 

Inspector Ferrie told the 
meeting that drugs crime in 
general is on the up in 
Haverhill - but this is partly 


down to the work carried out 
by officers. 

There have been 52 reported 
drugs offences since April 
this year. The three-year 
average is 32. 

“We are being far more pro¬ 
active with getting hold of 
people,” he said. 

Fourteen people attending 
the meeting voted in favour 
of this priority. 

Online voting was unavail¬ 
able at Monday’s meeting due 
to problems with the live 
stream. 

The meeting was still 
recorded, but residents were 
unable to watch live from 
home. 

The next SNT meeting will 
take place on December 8, 
from 7pm, at Haverhill Arts 
Centre.

A MOTHER-of-two has paid trib¬ 
ute to a “fantastic” couple who 
died in a car crash last month. 

Melanie and Peter Saunders, of 
Cleves Road, Haverhill, died on 
August 9 after their car left the 
A1307 at Barlow and collided with 
a tree. 

More than 100 mourners attend¬ 
ed their funeral, held at Cambridge 
Crematorium last Thursday. 

Among them was Helen Webbe, 
who lived next door to the couple 
and their family for 13 years. 

She said Mr and Mrs Saunders, 
who were both in their 50s, were a 
“fantastic couple” who would not 
be forgotten. 

Mrs Webbe, 40, who lives with 
husband Stuart, 45, and children 
Hannah and Charlie, said: “I want¬ 
ed to pay my own tribute to them 
because they are going to be very 
sadly missed.

“It’s hard to believe they are not 
around anymore - it’s unbelieva¬ 
ble really. 

“It was a tragic accident, and I 
wish they were still here. They 
have gone 30 years too early, more 
than that really.” 

Helen, who is a stay-at-home 
mum, remembered Peter’s “funny 
laugh” and Melanie’s “fantastic 
cooking”. 

The families knew each other 
well, she said, and spent many eve¬ 
nings together over the years. 

“They were a very loving family,” 
she added. 

An inquest into the couple’s 
death was opened on August 15. 

The full hearing is expected to 
take place on January 8 next year.

Driver arrested 
after immigrants 
found in lorry 


TEN immigrants were dis¬ 
covered in the back of a lorry 
after crossing the Channel. 

The vehicle was searched 
by officers on Iceni Way 
Haverhill, on Friday. 

Officers discovered 10 male 
stowaways. Three were from 
Iraq, two from Afghanistan, 
three Iran and two were from 
Kuwait. 

The lorry had travelled from 
Calais to Dover. 

The driver, a 47-year-old 
Polish man was arrested by 
police on suspicion of com¬ 
mitting immigration offenc¬ 
es. 

Following questioning at 
Bury St Edmunds Police 
Investigation Centre, the

man was released on bail 
until December 10. 

Further Border Force inves¬ 
tigations will be carried out, 
a spokesman for Suffolk 
Police confirmed. 

Two of the Iranians, a teen¬ 
ager and his father, have been 
taken into family accommo¬ 
dation. 

The two Afghans, who were 
both teenagers, have been 
taken into the care of social 
services. 

The six other offenders are 
having their cases consid¬ 
ered, and will wait in an 


immigration detention cen¬ 
tre. 

Officers were carrying out 
spot checks in Haverhill, and 
discovered the immigrants 
after hearing “unusual” nois¬ 
es coming from the lorry. 

The vehicle was pulled over 
at around 9am. 

A police spokesman said: “A 
lorry was stopped by Suffolk 
police on Iceni Way in 
Haverhill shortly after 9am 
on Friday, September 5, with 
officers then finding a num¬ 
ber of immigrants inside. 

“They were detained and 
taken to a police investiga¬ 
tion centre in Suffolk where 
they will be dealt with by bor¬ 
der force officials.”

Richard Thomas was booked at 
short notice after Christine Clarke 
had cancelled her talk to the U3A 
on the art of stage make-up. 
Richard’s subject “A Day in the Life 
of a Thames Tug-boat” proved to be 
a popular choice, especially to 
those, (the majority it would 
appear!) who have knowledge of 


London’s river. 

Pictures of familiar landmarks 
taken from the Diesel engined tug¬ 
boat General VIII at various times 
of the day helped us to appreciate 
the care and maritime skills of 
crews required to control these 
powerful workhorses to tow very 
large barges, loaded with rubbish 
containers along 30 miles or so of 
the busy river to landfill sites such 
as the appropriately named 
Mucking Marshes. 

The working day was 6am to 10 pm, 
crews working every other day in 
all weather conditions. One of the 
photographs showed the extensive 


damage to a boat which collided 
with one of the very solid piers of 
the Thames Barrier in thick fog. 
Many other pictures were of build¬ 
ings, ancient and modern, of his¬ 
toric interest. 

One building, built in 1920 close to 
Southwark Bridge showed how one 
firm managed to beat the “No 
advertising on the river” policy by 
being constructed to have win¬ 
dows in the tower in the familiar 
OXO logo shape. 

The General VIII has now been 
retired after 40 years service, and 
new tugs now deliver waste to 
incinerator Belvedere which pro¬ 


duces some 56MW of electricity to 
the National Grid.

Haverhill market has been under the spotlight in 
recent weeks amid borough-wide plans to ban 
political parties from having a stall on market days. 
DEBRA FOX spoke to traders to get their views 


COUNCILLORS are opposing 
plans to ban political parties 
and pressure groups from 
Haverhill market. 

Last week, new market licence 
regulationsforStEdmundsbury 
were passed - with the promise 
that the proposals affecting 
banning of such groups would 
be discussed separately. 

A ban was suggested by trad¬ 
ers, the borough council said, 
but it has emerged that the 
complaints came solely from 
Bury St Edmunds traders. 

A spokesman for the borough 
council confirmed that the 
proposals are now on hold 
while alternative suggestions 
are examined. 

He added: “Whatever the out¬ 
come of this work, we are cer¬ 
tain that there will be a strong 
town centre provision for polit¬ 
ical parties and pressure 
groups to put out their stalls 
and engage with the public.” 

Those traders involved in 
“ongoing discussions” about 
the new regulations requested 
that the markets only be used 
for trade, he said. They were all 
from the Bury branch of mar¬ 
ket federation representatives. 


Cllr Tony Brown, borough 
and county councillor for 
Haverhill, said he will fight for 
the whole borough to have free 
speech. 

“I am for free speech across 
the county and I think we 
should be treated the same,” he 
said. 

“If they want to ban this, it 
should not happen in just one 
place.” 

Eleven of the 15 or so Haverhill 
market traders told the Weekly 
News last Friday that they had 
not been approached by the 
council for their views. 

Paul and Mel Grunwell have 
been trading on the market, on 
both Fridays and Saturdays, for 
six years. 

The couple praised the work 
of the town’s market manager 
- Steve Hopkins - but criticised 
the council for trying to change 
things which already work. 

Mel said: “The stalls don’t 
cause any trouble - we haven’t 
had any problems with them. 

“Obviously if it was a packed 
market we would rather have 
additional traders in those 
spaces but the majority of us 
don’t mind at all.”

Trader Joanna Holmes said 
the proposals were wrong. 

“If you don’t have political 
stalls you shouldn’t have reli¬ 
gious stalls. If you don’t have 
religious stalls, you shouldn’t 
have charities,” she said. 

Derek and Shirley Cox trade 
at the market on Fridays. 

Derek said the groups’ pres¬ 
ence on the market did not 
affect them at all - and the 
public could always walk by 
rather than engage in conver¬ 
sation if they didn’t want to. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, 
says the borough council 
should consult with the public 
on the plans before making a 
decision. 

“It is our view that the 
attempts to exclude political 
and pressure groups were hast¬ 


ily conceived, based on spuri¬ 
ous evidence and there was no 
meaningful consultation,” he 
said. 

“The vibrancy to be experi¬ 
enced on our markets is no 
accident. The present market 
offerings have long traditions 
and can be damaged by ‘knee 
jerk’ reactions to isolated 
events.” 

The markets have different 
characters, Cllr Andre added, 
and they “reflect the commu¬ 
nities served”. 

Traders and groups alike 
must not step outside of the 
community’s values, the mayor 
said, but banning any group on 
the basis of their “legitimate 
views” is “dangerous”. 

Carol Whitfield trades on the 
market on Fridays and 


Saturdays. 

Political parties and pressure 
groups do not bother her per¬ 
sonally, she said, but there is a 
better place for them to be. 

“They are taking up space 
that other traders could have. If 
you want that sort of informa¬ 
tion you can go to their places 
and get it,” she said. 

Trader Jackie Sharpe said she 
had not been asked for her view 
- but she did feel that pressure 
groups “did frighten customers 
away”. 

The regulations proposed 
that political parties and pres¬ 
sure groups - defined as those 
seeking to exert pressure and 
public opinion in order to pro¬ 
mote their ideas - will only be 
allowed to trade in Haverhill 
Market Square and Cornhill, 
Bury St Edmunds, on non-mar¬ 
ket days. 

On market days, which take 
place on Fridays and Saturdays 
in Haverhill, the groups will 
have to apply for separate street 
vending permission in alterna¬ 
tive locations.

Fight is on again 
over turbine appeal 


VISUAL impact, noise and effects on 
residents’ homes are some of the rea¬ 
sons campaigners will fight plans for 
a wind turbine. 

The turbine, proposed for farmland 
outside of Haverhill, was refused by 
councillors in February. 

Though the application was recom¬ 
mended for approval, it was refused 
on the grounds it would have “an 
adverse impact on the landscape” 

Now, an appeal has been lodged by 
applicant lames Sills and original 
complaints are being re-submitted. 

Mr Sills said: “Our detailed assess¬ 
ments, responses from the expert 
statutory consultees, and two sepa¬ 
rate planning officer reports con¬ 
firmed that this is an acceptable loca-

tion for a single wind turbine devel¬ 
opment of this scale.” 

Colin Poole, town clerk, has re-sub- 
mitted original complaints on behalf 
of Haverhill Town Council. 

In a letter to lonathan Alden, of the 
planning inspectorate, he outlined 
how the proposed turbine, which 
would measure 78m from root to tip, 
would damage the surrounding area. 

It would have an impact on nearby 
Hazel Stub, he said, and also affect 
residents’ enjoyment of their homes 
and gardens. 

The letter said: “The town council is 
not persuaded by the evidence sub¬ 
mitted that noise impact will be 


insignificant.” 

It also noted previous objections 
from the National Air Traffic Services 
(NATS) about an impact on air traffic 
control, and “anomalies” in measure¬ 
ments identified by residents. 

Cllr lulian Flood has argued that its 
construction is likely to kill a rare 
species of a bat found near the site, 
and lower house prices by up to 17 per 
cent. 

Mr Sills added: “We disagree with 
the position of the planning commit¬ 
tee and have chosen to appeal their 
decision. We look forward to hearing 
the views of the planning inspector.”

Children to get flu jab in 
county-wide pilot scheme 


Women’s group to 
launch toy library 


PUPILS in Years 7 and 8 
across Suffolk are being 
offered the flu vaccine for 
the first time. 

A county wide pilot 
scheme is taking place in a 
bid to reduce the spread of 
the illness this winter. 

Each child will be offered 
the vaccine in the form of a 
nasal spray, instead of an 
injection. 

Cllr Alan Murray, cabinet 
member for health and 
adult care: “This vaccina¬ 
tion programme is 
designed to protect chil¬ 


dren against flu which can 
be an unpleasant illness 
and, although rarely, can 
sometimes cause serious 
complications.” 

A series of pilots were car¬ 
ried out last year in other 
locations and letters have 
now been sent home to par¬ 
ents. 

The vaccines may be 
unsuitable for children 
who are severely asthmat¬ 
ic, are allergic to eggs or 
have a condition that seri¬ 
ously weakens their 
immune system. 


A GROUP providing activi¬ 
ties for women is going to 
launch a toy library for 
children. 

Supported by ONE 
Haverhill, the Wednesday 
for Women group, which 
meets every week at the 
Leiston Centre, is starting 
the service this month. 

It will be the only facility 
of its kind in Haverhill.

When Rachel Ratcliffe 
suffered a double brain 
aneurysm while on the 
way to pick her children up 
from school, doctors didn’t 
think she’d pull through. But 
against all odds, the 
mum-of-three survived and 
is now more determined 
than ever to make every day 
count, she tells Lydia Fallon 


H OOKED up to all kinds of 
bleeping machines, just 
minutes away from being 
wheeled into theatre for life- 
threatening brain surgery, 

Rachel Ratcliffe had never been 
more afraid. Fit, healthy and with 
her whole life ahead of her, the 
mum-of-three couldn’t believe 
how quickly her life had changed. 

Just hours earlier she’d been 
picking the children up from 
school, but in the blink of an eye, 
her whole world had been turned 
completely upside down. “I just 
thought this can’t be happening 
to me,” the 39-year-old 
remembers. “How dare they tell 
me I might not survive this 
operation, I’ve got a family to look 
after, a house to run, a job, 
friends. Don’t tell me I’m not 
going to survive. This can’t 
happen.” 


X-rays had revealed two 
aneurysms on Rachel’s brain; 
both had ruptured, meaning if 
doctors didn’t act fast, Rachel 
would die. “I said ‘Do what you 
have to, so long as it’s not an 
operation’, I was just desperate to 
get home to the children. But Mr 
Trivedi, the consultant 
neurosurgeon, told me if they 
didn't stop the bleeding fast, I 
wouldn’t survive. 

“My chance of surviving surgery 
was already only one-in-three and 
even if I made it, I probably 
wouldn’t walk again and my 
quality of life would be rubbish. 
I’m not a whinger but I was so 
angry, I just thought ‘What about 
my children?’ I was utterly 
terrified.” 

Rachel, who lives in Newmarket 
with her fiance Jason and three 
children, Ben, 11, Charlotte, 10, 


and Jack, 6, had been suffering 
with migraines for years, but 
doctors never connected the 
debilitating pain to anything 
more sinister. “I’d been getting 
them since I was a teenager and 
sometimes they were so bad I 
would have to get into bed with 
the pain, but I never thought in a 
million years it would be anything 
more serious,” Rachel explains. “I 
had problems with my vision too, 
and these were all signs my brain 
was haemorrhaging, but nobody 
knew at the time that’s what was 
going on.” 

And when they did, it was very 
nearly too late. 

Rachel remembers the day like it 
was yesterday. It was March 2012 
and had been a day just like any 
other, until out of the blue she 
started experiencing unbearable 
pain. “I was stood outside the 


house waiting for my friend to 
pick me up so we could get the 
children from school and 
suddenly I felt like I was going to 
collapse. 

“I got in the car and by the time 
we had arrived at the school I 
couldn’t move my neck; I had this 
weird sound in my ears and this 
massive pain like someone had hit 
me over the head with a hammer, 
it was a horrendous pain and was 
just getting worse and worse,” 
Rachel recalls. 

“Everyone knows I’m not a 
crying sort of person but I was just 
in tears, so straight away my 
friend knew something wasn’t 
right.” 

Rachel went straight to the GP 
and at first they thought it was 
another bad migraine, but when 
the pain continued to increase, 
she was rushed to A&E at

Addenbrooke’s. After what felt 
like hours of tests and scans, 
doctors found two aneurysms, 
one which was 8mm and one 
5mm and told Rachel brain 
surgery was the only option. 
“When Dr Trivedi told me 
[they had to operate] I hated 
his guts; I blamed him, I love 
him to bits now, but at the 
time he was so blunt and to 
the point, I couldn’t believe 
what he was telling me.” 

Rachel was taken into 
surgery the next day and had 
two major operations back to 
back, one of them lasting 
seven hours. They opened up 
her neck and top of the skull 
and put a metal clip at the 
bottom of the aneurysms to 
try to stop the risk of bleeding. 
It was touch and go whether 
she’d make it through. “They 
couldn’t stop the bleeding and 
at one point they almost lost 
me,” says Rachel. “Dr Trivedi 
told me it was one of the most 
difficult operations he has 
ever had to perform. 

“It’s the worst kind of surgery 
you’re ever going to encounter, 
but the doctors made me feel 
so at ease and told me they’d 
get me through it and they 
really did. I just had to put my 
life in their hands, try not to 
think too much about the 
darker side of things and just 
stay positive.” 

Thankfully the surgery 
proved a success, and initially 
Rachel’s recovery was steady, 
but five days later things 
started to go downhill. “I 
started having seizures and 
then one day I was sat on the 
ward eating my meal with 
Jason and suddenly my left 
arm just went limp. Jason said 
‘What are you doing? What’s 
happened to your arm’ and it 
turned out I’d had stroke, 
which was a side effect of the 
operation. Another emergency 
op followed and I woke with a 
tube in my mouth, medicated 
up to the eyeballs feeling 
totally disorientated.” 


Helpless and confused, 
Rachel admits it was an 
unbelievably tough time. 
“Doctors had told me I would 
probably end up in a 
wheelchair and I’d have all 
kinds of difficulty with my 
speech; all I kept thinking is 
‘this can’t happen, this can’t 
happen to me’. 

“My head was all over the 
place, with thoughts and 
memories all jumbled up. The 
worst thing was when the 
children came to visit and I 
didn’t recognise them. It’s 
really hard to describe; I knew 
who they were but it was like 
they didn’t belong to me. It 
was really upsetting for me 
and my family because 
everyone who knows me 
knows my kids are my life.” 

During those darkest of days, 
Rachel says it was her family 
who kept her going. “I just 
focused on my children,” she 
smiles. “I just knew they’d be 
missing me and wondering 
what was going on, so I 
wanted to get better for them. 
At one point I was in intensive 
care and just got myself out of 
bed, the doctors were like 
‘What on earth are you doing?’ 
and I told them ‘I’ve got three 
children at home, I need to 
go!’ They told me ‘You can’t do 
this, you have to get back into 
bed, you’re not well!” 

Slowly but surely Rachel’s 
brain started to recover, 
memories started coming back 
and she relearned to walk and 
talk. Doctors had feared the 
worst, but to their amazement 
Rachel was making a 
miraculous recovery: within 
three weeks she was back at 
home. In three months, Rachel 
was back at work. 

But there were still other 
hurdles to overcome. Although 
Rachel was feeling much 
healthier, she started noticing 
changes in her personality and 
interests, a result - she later 
discovered - of the brain 
surgery. “I felt very different to 


how I used to be. I found it 
really hard to hold my tongue, 
I’m very straight with people 
now and a lot of people can 
find that difficult to deal with 
as I never used to be like that 
before,” she explains. “But you 
have to learn to accept who 
you are now; I battled with 
myself for a long time; ‘Why 
am I like this? Why can’t I 
remember anything?’, but my 
GP told me to learn about the 
person I am now and to get to 
know them, and now I have.” 

She emerged from the 
surgery a changed woman in 
other ways too. “My outlook 
on life has definitely changed; 

I don’t waste time on the silly 
things any more. Time is short 
and you don’t know what is 
going to happen tomorrow; 
you don’t know what will 
happen in the next hour, so 
you have to make the most of 
every bit of time you’ve got.” 

It’s now been two years since 
the surgery and Rachel has 
plenty of reasons to smile. She 
now feels much more like her 
old self and is looking forward 
to a bright future, including an 
imminent wedding: “We went 
on a holiday to Jersey with my 
mum and dad and I didn’t 
know at the time but Jason 
had gone to buy a ring,” she 
smiles. “He got the box out at 
dinner and I was crying for 
about half an hour before I 
said yes! 

“Throughout it ah, Jason was 
an absolute saint. He sat there 
the whole seven hours I was in 
theatre and was there every 
time I woke up, everything I 
needed he got me. 

“It’s brought us closer 
together; we never argued 
much anyway but if there is 
ever a cross word we just say 
this is stupid after everything 
we’ve been through and how 
far we’ve come. 

“Enjoying our family time 
together is what counts, 
because life can change in an 
instant, just like mine did.” 


A brighter future 

ADDENBROOKE'S Charitable Trust (ACT) 
has recently launched an appeal for a new 
state-of-the-art neurosurgical microscope to 
transform the quality of surgery and care for 
patients from across the region with serious 
brain illnesses, brain tumours, head injuries 
and other neurological conditions. 

The neurosurgical microscope uses 
coloured fluorescent light so surgeons can 
see highly magnified brain tissue that would 
otherwise be invisible to the human eye. It 
aids in more complete removal of brain tissue 


with less damage to healthy parts of the brain 
to improve outcomes for patients. 

The difference fluorescence microscopy has 
already made to the quality of patient care 
has so far exceeded expectations, enabling 
brain surgeons to operate in ways that could 
once only be dreamed of. 

To benefit more patients like Rachel, a new 
microscope is urgently needed. £304,369 is 
required to fund the equipment and support 
the 3,800 neurosurgery operations performed 
annually at Addenbrooke's.

A trio of dark pieces taken 
from Samuel Beckett’s 
later works, Not I/Footfalls/ 
Rockaby are set to haunt, 
impress and astound at 
Cambridge Arts Theatre, 
writes Ella Walker 



PERFORMED solely by Irish actress Lisa Dwan 
over an hour, Footfalls focuses on a woman 
packing a room like a metronome, exploring 
themes of oppression, trauma and the 
mother-daughter relationship, while Rockaby 
sees an old woman contemplate loneliness 
in a rocking chair that tips of its own accord, 
questioning the inevitability of life. 

It's eerie, powerful stuff, but neither 
pieces are as demanding as Not I. It features 
Dwan as a disembodied mouth, suspended 
in darkness 8ft above the stage, spewing a 
torrent of words - a stream of consciousness 
- spoken at the speed of thought. 

Lisa, who has been performing the play 
since 2005, said: "It's very highly, highly 
disciplined work and I have to train very 
hard to keep it very taut, and on top of the 
lines. I work very hard, it's very difficult to 
memorise; it's very difficult to speak at the 
speed of thought; it's difficult to give each 
sentence the same amount of weight and 
stress. 

"It's still both physically and mentally 
draining. Even though it's just my mouth you 
see in that play, every single part of my body 
is working to produce a sound that is at the 
speed of thought." 

But is it true she used to rehearse with her 
head strapped between the bannisters on the 
stairs so she'd get used to keeping her head 


rigidly still? 

"That's right - any bannisters at all, I'm not 
fussy! The terror of getting it wrong... it's 
not as if anyone can ever give you a line or 
help you. By the time you've asked for a line, 
you've already killed the piece and broken the 
rhythm, so there's no room for error at all. 

"It's not only an adrenaline rush; it's an 
absolute privilege to have so much demanded 
of me." 

Her mentor, Billie Whitelaw, was coached 
directly by Beckett himself, and performed 
Not I in 14 minutes at the Royal Court in 
1973. Lisa does it in nine minutes. How did 
she shave five whole minutes off? 

"I think the Irish accent is naturally faster 
than the English accent. And I also think 
in many respects Billie Whitelaw was the 
Roger Bannister of her day, she broke a 
psychological barrier. The only reason I'm 
able to perform it is because Billie did. She 
makes it possible for all of us who follow in 
her wake. 

"[Audiences are] quite shocked. It's a very 
visceral experience. I suppose a lot of people 
would come to Beckett thinking it's very 
intellectual or pseudo-intellectual. And in fact, 
these three plays have a visceral, immediate 
and emotional impact. People respond 
more emotionally to the late work than 
intellectually. And young audiences love it.”

PRIDE (15,120 mins) 

THEATRE director Matthew Warchus, who 
succeeds Kevin Spacey as artistic director 
of the Old Vic in London next year, will 
need to de-clutter his awards-laden 
mantelpiece. 

His second feature film is a barnstorming 
culture-clash comedy drama based on 
the inspirational true story of a group of 
gay men and lesbians, who supported the 
miners during the 1984 strike and raised 
thousands of pounds for beleaguered 
communities which dared to stand up to 
the Thatcher government. 

This uplifting story of solidarity in the 
face of adversity and police intimidation is 
an absolute joy; an unabashed, irresistible 
crowd-pleaser in the magnificent mould of 
The Full Monty and Billy Elliot that rouses 
the audience to bellowing laughter while 
choking back a deluge of hot, salty tears. 

Pride embraces and subverts stereotypes, 
deftly weaving together stories of personal 
triumph and anguish as the spectre of 
Aids casts a long shadow over the gay 
community. 

Mark Ashton (Ben Schnetzer) is the 
charismatic and outspoken leader of 
young, impassioned campaigners, who 
operate out of the Gay's The Word 
bookshop in London run by Gethin 
(Andrew Scott). 

Reading news stories about the miner's 
strike, Mark recognises a cause to 
champion. 

"Mining communities are being bullied 
just like we are," he tells his coterie 
comprising Mike (Joseph Gilgun), Jonathan 


(Dominic West), Jeff (Freddie Fox), Steph 
(Faye Marsay) and closeted new boy, Joe 
(George MacKay). 

They form LGSM - Lesbians and Gays 
Support the Miners - and rattle tins for a 
randomly selected Welsh community. 

Mining representative Dai (Paddy 
Considine) invites Mark and co to the 
Dulais Valley where committee members 
Hefina (Imelda Staunton), Cliff (Bill Nighy) 
and Sian (Jessica Gunning) embrace the 
fund-raisers with open arms. 

However, some of the locals are 
repulsed. 

"We're being backed up by perverts," 
sneers homophobic mother Maureen (Lisa 
Palfrey), kindling conflict between some of 
the neighbours and the LGSM. 

Pride is a life-affirming ode to tolerance, 


acceptance and self-belief that defiantly 
lives up to its title, waving a flag for stellar 
home-grown filmmaking. 

Performances are exemplary, ignoring 
a few wobbles with the Welsh accents, 
including a fiery turn from Schnetzer as 
a fresh-faced trailblazer and sobs aplenty 
from Mackay as the catering student, who 
cannot conceal his sexuality forever. 

Scriptwriter Stephen Beresford strikes 
a perfect balance between hilarity and 
heartbreak, sharing polished one-liners 
among the ensemble cast including Menna 
Trussler as a ducky old dear, who labours 
under the illusion that all lesbians are 
vegetarians. 

Warchus' film builds to a rousing 
crescendo that delivers a knock-out 
emotional wallop and opens the floodgates.

Think buflbs 


THERE’S a nip in the air which, to me, 
signals the end of summer and provides a 
wake-up call to start planting some spring 
bulbs to brighten up borders and patios 
next year. 

Yet the wealth of varieties on offer, 
from crocus and dwarf narcissi to fragrant 
hyacinths and majestic tulips, can leave 
many gardeners wondering what to 
choose. 

Suppliers are constantly trying 
to help customers select the best 
combinations. Suttons ( www.suttons. 
co.uk), for instance, has a range called 
'Plant-O-Mat', pre-planted bulbs 
inserted in individual compartments 
in a biodegradable tray. You just dig a 
hole, put the tray in and cover it with 
compost. The range features a number 
of combinations, colours and sizes. 

They also cater for window boxes and 
containers. 

If you want something different 
which is going to stand the test of time, 
Gardening Which?, the Consumers' 
Association magazine, has recently 
trialled a number of new bulbs to see 
how they fared. 

Researchers found that some new 
varieties will flower more consistently 
and for much longer than many older 
varieties. 

Last autumn, triallists chose 50 newly 
bred varieties of spring-flowering bulbs 
and grew them alongside five well- 
known varieties - daffodils 'Delnashaugh'

and 'Dutch Master', and tulips 
'Ballerina','Mount Tacoma' and 'Red 
Riding Hood' - for comparison. 

Bulbs were planted in October: 
hyacinths 15cm deep, narcissus twice 
their own depth and tulips at three times 
their own depth. In spring, the bulbs' 
development was monitored, when they 
flowered, how long they lasted and their 
sizes, colours and scents. 

In the latest batch of testing, researchers 
noticed a lot of colour-changing varieties 
(such as tulip 'Caribbean Parrot') with 
flowers that open in one colour then 
change to another as they age, adding a 
new element of interest. 

New daffodils which came out on top 
included 'Ferris Wheel' (youtulip, www. 
youtulip.co.uk), a large bright yellow 
variety which grows to 40cm and 
produces immense trumpets with a frilly 
rim, flowering in April for around three 


weeks. 

A more subtle variety whose flowering 
period lasted up to 32 days was 'Beautiful 
Eyes' (J Parker's, www.jparkers.co.uk) 
which has small, straight stems holding 
clusters of two or three creamy flowers 
with yellow centres and gives off a heady 
fragrance. 

Tulips recommended included ‘Mistress 
Mystic' (Spalding Plant & Bulb Company, 
www.spaldingbulb.co.uk), a pink goblet¬ 
shaped flower which grows to 60cm and 
looks ideal in the middle of a border, and 
the zingy 'Caribbean Parrot' (Thompson 
& Morgan, www.thompson-morgan. 
com), which lasted much longer than 
any other parrot-type tulip in the trial 
and looked wonderful in a pot. Its most 
impressive feature, though, was its 
colour-changing flowers - which started 
mainly yellow, but deepened as they 
aged, until eventually they were almost 
completely red. 

Among the top-performing hyacinths 
was 'Pink Angel' (Bloms Bulbs, www. 
blomsbulbs.com), whose brightly 
coloured flower spikes were much larger 
and better formed than any of the other 
varieties, with a fantastically potent 
scent. Unlike the other hyacinths grown 
in the test, they managed to stay bolt 
upright throughout the trial - essential if 
you're going to use them in the garden, 
although they looked good in pots too.
